Board of Mxci'.u who will rofuso 46 
grnnt license. 
On the othur li.iml, if 


they do Want it, tlicy will cleet a board 
of that kind, 
tlndor the law tho terms 


of tho Commissioners are one, I wo and 
three years, one going out caoh year 
This gives both tenipemnue and nnti- 
tcDipornnuo men a ohanco to rally thuir 
forooH v«uh yenr, and thus give cxprcs 
sion to the growing .sentiment of the 
community, cither way, al every elec- 
tion.
